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YEARLING MARKET TOPS EXPECTATIONS 

The smashingly high prices at the Keeneland Sales last week 
exceeded the expectations of the most sanguine. For months before 
the Sales, horsemen with yearlings to sell had been quietly confident. 
Breeders felt it was to be a good year. That records were to reach 
an all time high was not expressed beforehand by many. Such canny 
business heads as Henry Knight, Royce Martin, Walter Salmon un- 
doubtedly felt confident, but how much they would have wagered 
that an all time high for a yearling filly, $60,000, would be reached at 
this sales or that the average would approach $8,000 per head is a 
matter of conjecture. 

The yearling market had suddenly thrown the business picture 
of this country with startling clarity upon a screen for all to see. 
With the same clarion tones as George Swinebroad himself used as 
he hammered in five and ten thousand dollar raises, horsemen were 
given electrifying proof that business in America was booming. There 
could be no doubt that inflation was here. There could be no doubt 
that racing was engaged in its greatest year that horsemen the coun- 
try over who were breeding the nation’s racing stock stood to realize 
substantial profits. 

Aside from the reflection the business picture cast upon these 
sales and perhaps of more immediate interest to horsemen them- 
selves is the change in the type of buyer at the Breeders Sales pavil- 
lion. Heretofore Keeneland has not been noted as a place where 
owners themselves have been represented in great numbers. Train- 
ers or agents have done a great deal of the buying whereas Satatoga 
with its old world charm, its racing and its holiday atmosphere has 
attracted the big eastern buyers. Kentucky had apparently no reali- 
zation of what was in store for them when they were suddenly in- 
vaded by a hitherto comparatively unknown group of new owners 
from the west. 

The Sales Company might have been prepared for Louis Mayer, 
headed back into the horse business, but ‘whether they figured he 
would spend a quarter of a million for 13 head is only surmise. 

But there were other names unknown in racing circles in the east 
whose bidding clearly dominated the picture, Andrew J. Crevolin, 
Eugene Constantin, Jr., Allison and Prestridge, C. S. Jones, Sam E. 
Wilson, Jr., Joe Palmisano. So unexpected was the arrival of these 
gentlemen, that the Sales Company did not have seats for some of 
them and C. S. Jones had to pay $26,000 for his first purchase be- 
fore he could sit down. Next year Mr. Jones might have a chair with 
a bronze plaque if it suits his convenience. 

This sale showed the tremendous difference it makes if the own- 
ers themselves are in attendance. Instead of one or two big eastern 
or western owners, the place swarmed with them. There was 15 or 
18 fabulously wealthy men who were either bidding themselves or 
were sitting next to trainers who were doing it for them. The tempo 
of the sales reflected this interest from the start. It was like adding 
a big bassoon to a group of fiddles as the westerners walked off with 
the show. 

C. S. Jones bought himself a truly queenly filly for $60,000, while 
such active buyers as James N. Crofton pushed Humphrey Finney up 
to $42,000 for Leslie Combs’ colt by War Admiral out of Myrtlewood. 
Such familiar figures as Alfred Vanderbilt, who has been for many 
years one of the outstanding buyers for his Sagamore Farm, bought 
but one horse for which he paid $30,000. Mrs. Sloane, who with 
Preston Burch annually supplements her own breeding efforts with 
substantial purchases at Saratoga was reported interested in buying 
4 yearlings. Never one to be daunted by high prices, the mistress of 
Brookmeade went home with 8. It was apparent that the western 
invasion was not going to take her measure. 

Perhaps the most impressive fact about this sale was the fact 
that it was bettered only once before in the history of horse sales 
and this was in 1946 when there was a decided shortage of horses 
after all the war years. Instead of 5,500-yearlings available as racing 
stock 5 years ago, breeders had produced for the 1951 market ap- 
proximately 8,500 prospects and in spite of this abundance from which 
to choose, buyers bid as if there were no more yearlings to be had.

Opening Week’s Racing At Saratoga Dominated 
By Greentree’s Melon Pink and Black

On the basis of what had been 
happening on Long Island, there 
was reason to expect a moderate 
increase in business at Saratoga. To 
rehearse a little, Jamaica opened the 
season with a 5 per cent increase in 
attendance and a 14 per cent jump 
in betting. 3elmont had a drop of 
1 per cent in average attendance, 
but as has been explained here be- 
fore, the way the dates fell out it 
had five Saturdays this year, against 
six last season, and betting was up 
7 per cent. 

Aqueduct, which had a special ef- 
ford this vear to give more color 
to its racing, gained 5 per cent in 
customers, 10 per cent in betting. 
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Palmer 


The six-day Empire City meeting at 
Jamaica gained by 5 and 14 per 
cent, respectively, and Saratoga-at- 
Jamaica was up by 2 and 13 per 
cent. 

These ‘were all fair gains, and 
they indicated a healthy condition 
in New York racing, a condition 
which had been anticipated by the 
restoration of the $3,500 minimum 
purse. It had been predicted that 
Saratoga might go back, because 
television and Senator Kefauver, be- 
tween them, had made Saratoga’s 
usual illegal gambling untenable, 
but this was just another version 
of the funeral services which ill- 
advised persons perform over Sara- 
toga every season. Still, Saratoga’s 
best friends couldn’t have predict- 
ed. had the meeting matched the 
best of the downstate gains, any 
more than a jump of 5 per cent in 
attendance and 14 in betting. 

That all predictions were off was 
evident on opening day, for the 
crowd of 16,692 was the largest 
opening crowd the track has ever 
had. After that, every day of the 
first week showed comparative 
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gains, and at the end of it the in- 
crease was 26 per cent in attendance 
and 32 per cent in betting. Joy, as 
they say, reigned. The weather was 
mixed—some good, some bad—as 
was the case last year. There isn’t 
any reason to think that the in- 
crease will not be maintained, or at 
least that Saratoga won’t show 
greater gains than any of the Long 
Island tracks. 

The argument that it is night club 
gambling which draws customers to 
Saratoga was silly in the first place. 
Admitting that my own tastes aren’t 
everyone’s, it still seems that after 
a man has fought eight races and 
a daily double in the afternoon, and 
eight more and another double at 
the trotting track in the evening, 
he can very well get through the 
hours from 11 p. m. to two the next 
afternoon without having anything 
to bet on. Anyway Saratoga is 
drawing, in the old phrase, like a 
monkey stove. The funeral is post- 
poned again. 

The opening week had a strong 
tinge of melon pink and black, for 
the Greentree Stable of John Hay 
Whitney and his sister, Mrs. Charles 
Payson, emerged with a strong plur- 
ality, having won six races, two of 
them stakes, in the first six days. 
The stable hasn’t much in the old- 
er division. except One Hitter, but 
the 3-year-olds did very well against 
older horses. On opening day Rud- 
dy, by Devil Diver, beat older mares 
in a sprint. Next day Hall of Fame 
beat older horses in the Wilson 
Stakes. Presumably his next stop 
will be the American Derby, because 
he is a gelding and can’t compete in 
the Travers. 

On the third day of the meeting 
*Northern Star, which last year 
looked so good here that Greentree 
paid Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir $75, 
000 for him, was good enough to 
beat Mrs. Weir’s Royal Governor 
four lengths in an overnight handi- 
cap. 

Two of the other Greentree vic- 
tories were won with minor lights, 
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the 3-year-old Amphitheatre filly To- 
to, and the 2-year-old Tanglewood 
by Devil Diver from the top race 
mare, Tangled. 

The Whitney Stakes, Greentree’s 
remaining score, was at the direct 
expense of Brandywine’s Cochise, 
which Greentree had sold to Brandy- 
wine as a yearling. The other three, 
Lone Eagle, Piet and Big Stretch 
did no more than go around the 
course in the order named, trailing 
the two leaders. Cochise got as much 
as three lengths in front at one 
time, but One Hitter had no great 
trouble running him down at the 
end and won by a length and a half. 

One Hitter is still called a little 
horse, but he isn’t. Last year he was, 
though he was was big enough to 
beat *Noor twice—with the help of 
some weight—and to win the Pim- 
lico Special at the end of the sea- 
son. But he grew considerably last 
winter, and now is of approximately 
normal size. He is a ridgling, but 
whether this had anything to do with 
his late development is hardly in my 
field. He is, as I suppose you know 
by Shut Out. 





What was left was split among 
Alfred Vanderbilt, who won the 
Flash Stakes with Cousin, Belair 
Stud, whose Vulcania took the Test, 
and the Marlboro Stud Farm of Joe 
Etinger, whose Jet Master won the 
easiest kind of a race in the United 
States Hotel Stakes. Vulcania had 
never won a stakes before, and I 
thought she caught a weak field in 
the Test. $But the first meeting be- 
tween Cousin and Jet Master is go- 
ing to be the 2-year-old event. of 
the meeting. Jet Master has been 
discussed here before. He’s won 
six of eight starts and had two se- 
conds, and he has whaled the day- 
lights out of the two horses which 
beat him—Primate and Pintor—in 
subsequent meetings. 

Cousin has won four straight, 
after being beaten in his first start, 
the Great American being his other 
stakes victory. He’s earned $27,700, 
and thus has already repaid his own- 
er for the $20,000 he cost at the 
sales last year. He was bred at 
Coldstream, and is by the French 
*Priam II, out of My Auntie, from 
which he gets his name. 


Saratoga’s National Museum of 
Racing is off to a primising start, 
It was opened on the night of Mon- 
day, August 6, with a crowd vari- 
ously estimated at from 500 to 2,000 
—remember that when you see an 
estimate—and since then it’s draw- 
ing an average of 300 visitors a day. 
Just now most of the best exhibits 
are on loan, but the museum is 
gradually acquiring its own exhibits.

Spa Most Pleasant and Convivial Town; 
Still Has Old-World Charm and Easy 
Tempo of Life of the Last Century

After winter comes spring; after 
storm. comes calm; after the feast 
comes the reckoning; after the rent 
comes the landlord; and after the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of yearl- 
ings comes the Saratoga ditto, com- 
bined with the most historic race 
meeting in the east. 

\pparently, it all began just 87 
years ago, and the guns of Gettys- 
burg were still booming in the dis- 


tance, when Saratoga held its first 
meeting back in the summer of 
1864. It has come a long way since 


then, for it is today the mecca to 
which all American horsemen and 
horse breeders make an annual pil- 
grimage. 

The town itself has become a pros- 
perous watering spa, and its streets 
are lined with huge shady, stately 
elms that could tell many a tale if 
they chose; Corinthian tales of grac- 
ious living, lavish hospitality, mad- 
cap house-parties, and colossal 
gambling, that are mofe reminiscent 
of Crockford’s and White’s, in the 
English sedan chair era, than nine- 
teenth century America. 

Every year, this normally peace- 
ful little up-State New York town 
becomes transformed over night. 

An ordinary day’s routine for the 
average pilgrim starts with a morn-+ 
ing’s visit to the spa to quaff the 
waters (presumably to fortify your- 
self for what lies ahead the rest of 
the day), then, out to the track in 
the afternoon, for an 8-race battle 
with the mutuels. After that comes 
dinner at one of the many ‘‘spots’’; 
thence to the evening sales that 
rather remind one of a night at the 
Metropolitan Opera, and then on to 
a night club. 

The Saratoga Racing Association 
was originally founded by four men, 
William Travers, Leonard Jerome, 
Dunean Kenner and Odin Bowie. 
They built the track themselves, pro- 
vided the purses themselves, and 
generally, took care of the entire 
financing of the project. It started 
off in a friendly way, and the idea 
was to build a track in an ideal lo- 
cation where they could race their 
own horses and persuade their 
friends and acquaintances to race 
theirs also. Today, those four men 
are remembered only by the races 
named in their honor (The Travers 
is America’s oldest stake race) but 
their.influence is still felt and the 
tradition that they started still ling- 
ers. 

Travers was part owner of that 
great American horse, Kentucky, 
which was by the mighty sire, Lex- 
ington. He won the Saratoga Cup 
over 1 3-4 miles in two successive 
years, 1865 and 1866. In fact, he 
won pretty nearly everything there 
was to win around and about Sara- 
toga in those days, and the official 
handicapper got a litle peeved about 
it all. So much so, that a glance 
at the stake books of that time re- 
veals the almost bad tempered nota- 
tion that “in all races, the recehorse, 
Kentucky, is to carry ten pounds 
extra’, 

Then, for a time, Saratoga came 
under the influence of John Morris- 
sey, whose life story is the personifi- 
cation of the oft-told tale of Ameri- 
can success. From the prize ring 
Morrissey went to Congress, and 
from Congress he came to the spa. 
In all three places, John Morrissey 
knocked ‘em cold, and those elms 
could tell some vastly amusing tales 
of this bluff and lrearty old gentle- 
man, who loved nothing better than 
to paint the town red at night, and 
take a crack at the betting rig the 
next afternoon. 

Again, there was Richard Can- 
field, to whom goes the dubious 
honor of starting the Saratoga Club, 
which, in his day, was the first of 
the great casinos. No wager was 
too large for Canfield, either at the 
track, or under his own roof. .He 
once bet five thousand dollars that 
he could skate a playing card over 
the chimney of his club—and collect- 
ed. His chef was paid a year’s sal- 
ary for the single month of August, 


and his wines and cuisine became 
famous throughout the country. His 
gambling house was run with the 
strictest honesty, and no man could 
ever complain that he was gyped 
at Canfield’s. “Today, his old club 
is the Saratoga Public Library, From 
bookmaking to book loaning, poker 
to Proust, roulette to Ruskin, is. a 
mighty long distance, but if he were 
alive today, you may be sure that 
Richard Canfield would appreciate 
the change, for, the record shows, 
that he was a truly cultured man. 


Then, Saratoga went through a 
bad spell, until, at the turn of the 
century, it was lifted ou: of the dol- 
drums by a great sportsman, Wil- 
liam C. Whitney. In 1900, he and 
several of his friends, purchased a 
controlling interest in the track, and 
formed the present ‘‘Saratoga Asso- 
ciation for the. Improvement of the 
Breed of Horses’’. This is quite a 
mouthful, but the idea behind this 
title was to return racing to a sport 
rather than the none-too-clean busi- 


ness that it had become. They had ~ 


quite a battle doing it, and had no 
sgoner got started than they were 
beset by additional troubles, for, in 
1911 a reform element came to pow- 
er in the State of New York, and 
among many other things, closed up 
all the race tracks, for a general 
fumigation period. This was grossly 
unfair to Mr. Whitney and his as- 
sociates, who had by this time al- 


ready set their Saratoga house in’ 


order, and it caused much under- 
standable bitterness. In fact, it 
was this incident that led to what 
the English turf still calls “The 
Yankee Invasion’, when many 
American owners and trainers dis- 
covered Britain in the years 1911 
and ’12—not without signal success. 
However, in 1914, the track was re- 
opened, “and has flourished ever 
since. 


Saratoga has become a house-hold 
word: in American horseracing. Its 
grounds are spacious, the stabling 
ample, its restaurants luxurious, and 
its stands comfortable. The horses 
are saddled in a huge paddock full 
of those self same shady elms. Tra- 
dition has established particular 


trees to certain stables, around time- 


honored trunks are beaten little cir- 
cular paths made by many genera- 
tions of hooves from the past. 


The yearling sales at the spa 
started just around fifty years ago 
and: are handled exclusively by the 
Fasig-Tipton Company of New York. 


Its present president is young Tyson ,

Banner Waves Outgames Extra Points in Shillelah; 
Fulton Sparkles In National Maiden Hurdle 





Banner Waves, which just missed 
winning both the Manly and the 
Noel Laing last fall, made his first 
appearance in a stakes this year 
and upset the dope by capturing the 
Shillelah. The Rigan McKinney 
color-bearer carried 134 Ibs. includ- 
ing apprentice Joe Santo, and was 
drawing away at the end of the 2 
miles. Runner-up, 1 1-2 lengths 
back was Lazy F. Ranch’s Extra 
Points, which appeared the winner 
a furlong from home, while 2 lengths 
further back, Oedipus, top weighted 
favorite, could do no better than 
3rd.

Ray Woolfe saddled Banner Waves 
and has had a nice measure of suc- 
cess with the McKinney-Sullivan 
horses this year.

Second feature of the opening 
week was the third leg of the’Nat- 
ional Maiden Hurdle Stakes, and it 
drew an excellent field headed by 
Fulton winner of the Aqueduct divi- 
sion and Jam, winner of the Belmont 
leg. Under top weight of 160 Iihbs., 
Fulton with Adams up was made 
a luke warm favorite at a little more 
than 2 to 1, and with more rain 
the afternoon before, many expect- 
ed an upset, but if any doubt exist- 
ed than Fulton is a first flight jump- 
er the Saratoga Maiden dispelled it. 
Fulton took the lead early lost it 
briefly going to the far turn, and

Breeding Notes 





From the Show Ring To the Sales Ring— 
Sam Bogley Consigns To Saratoga

Many horse show followers and 
exhibitors around the Washington, 
p. C. cireuit are familiar with the 
name of Samuel Bogley. He is re- 
membered as the rider of such hor- 
ses as his own Ringmaster and 
Black Caddy, the jumping stallion 
of Fred Hughes. 

Ringmaster was a household work 
when such high jumping horses as 
Cateer, Randles Way, Black Caddy, 
Rocksie, Lady Jack, and Sport Mar- 
vel, were demonstrating outstanding 
jumping ability. Those were the days 
when the skyscraper class usually 
ended in jump-offs in the neighbor- 
hood of 7’-0”’. 

Ringmaster as his name would 
suggest, was an ex-circus performer, 
and he seldom forgot his audience, 
many times to the embarassment of 
his rider. He seemed to have an 
averson to single pole jumps, even 
going so far as showing his dislike 
for verticle cross poles. When this 
type jump reached a certain height 
he saw no reason why he should 
jump over, when ducking under pro- 
duced the same result as far as he 
was concerned—that of reaching the 
other side. 

One of the many times he “per- 
formed’ was during a show at the 
Pikesville (Md.) Armory, when Mr. 
Bogley asked two gentlemen of lei- 
sure to help him with a bit of school- 
ing. The only pole available was a 
discarded flag pole, which these 
same two gentlemen pressed into 
service. Then came the question, 
“how high do you want it?’ “Oh, 
just use your own judgement”, came 
the nonchalant reply. 

So promptly the two gentlemen ex- 
changed winks, raised the pole un- 
til it was level with their chins (and 
they were not the shortest of men) 
and stated they were ready. The 
flag pole would have been raised to 
a far greater elevation except for the 
fact that it was considerably on the 
heavy side. 

Ringmaster galloped boldly up to 
the ‘‘obstacle’’, steadied himself, laid 
back his ears, and ducked under. Of 
course in so doing he deposited the 
pole right in Mr. Bogley’s lap, break- 
ing the rider’s watch and giving him 
a most uncomfortable time of it,, 
until they became disentangled. 

Ringmaster and Sam Bogley had 
many a good round in the show ring, 
and many a good time together. Now 
the old horse has moved into the 
background and Mr. and Mrs. Bog- 
ley have entered the breeding game 
and have sold two yearlings at the 
Saratoga sales. Both of these of- 
ferings were colts, one by Occupy 
and the other by New Moon, two 
young sires which are getting their 
share of winners. 

The base for the Bogley operations 
is the 186 acre Holly Hill Farm, 
adjoining the Potomac Hunt Club 
at Travilah, Maryland. At present 
it is well stocked with purebred An- 
gus and to quote Mr. Bogley, ‘‘a 
large assortment of miscellaneous 
horses and ponies” 

In regard to entering the Tho- 
Toughbred breeding game, this new 
enthusiast has this to say. ‘‘ I seem 
to have eased into the breeding 
game through a love of horses and 
the fact that my bones don’t bend 
any more but now break when I hit 
the ground..so now I have trans- 
ferred my riding activities to fox 
hunting which I do regularly with 
the Potomac Hunt, and to the breed- 
ing of Thoroughbreds for sales pur- 
gd and the raising of Angus cat- 

ak 

New Moon (Discovery—Ladyin- 
themoon, by *Sickle), is the sire of 
their chestnut colt out of Some Dish, 
by Burgoo King (her first foal). 
This mare is of the family of Greek 
Song, Singing Wood, Big Stretch, 
Upset and many other notable per- 
formers. New Moon has his first 
crop racing this year, and is repre- 
Sented at the track, to the close of 
June with 4 starters. Lunation, out 
of Hipetyhop, by Canter and First 
Moon, out of Refreshing, by Sir An- 
Tew have won, while Special Nurse, 
Out of Doctor’s Nurse, by Dr. Free- 
land, has been in the money. 


The other Bogley yearling is by 
Occupy (*Bull Dog—Miss Bunting, 
by Bunting) out of War Jewel. War 
Jewel is the dam of the Huron and 
Archer Handicaps winner, Red Jewel 
the stakes placing His Jewel, and 
Bright Jewel, dam of Acceptance, 
winner of the Victoria Stakes. 

Occupy is very much in the lime- 
light now, as he is the sire of 11 2- 
year-old winners out of 19 register- 
ed foals. This puts him in 9th posi- 
tion on the leading sires of 2-year- 
olds in this country to the close of 
July 14. 

Needless to say, all of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bogley’s friends wish them the 
best of luck in their new venture.

$8,700 Occupy Colt 
Tops First Night’s 
Sales At Saratoga

From an opening bid of $1,200, 
Samuel E. Bogley’s bay colt by Oc- 
cupy—War Jewel, by War Whoop 
went on to bring $8,700 the top 
price of the opening evening of the 
Saratoga Yearling Sales. .Auction- 
eer George Swinebroad was just 
about to make it a sale at $5,700 
but Humphrey Finney was really 
working to make it go up. Peering 
over, under and around his now 
famous glasses, he kept at his . bid- 
ders and the price continued to rise 
slowly..Jake Freedman was the 
final bidder on the colt, and Mr. 
Bogley, a first time consignor, was 
off to a fine start as a breeder-sell- 
er. 

Two of the yearlings belonging to 
the consignment of Estate of. Wil- 
liam Helis, and one belonging to 
Mr. F. L. King’s offerings were tak- 
en out, leaving 45 yearlings to go 
through the sales ring. They brought 
a total of $108,200, making the 
average for the first night, $2,404. 

Bidding on the Helis consignment 
was not too spirited but the bay 
colt by Valdina Orphan—Coral Star, 
by *Bull Dog pushed steadily toward 
the top price of the evening, but 





finally stopped at $7,000. His. pur- 
chaser was Mrs. Sara Chait. 


Mrs. John Payson Adams, who 
flew in her yearlings from California 
had her sale-top in the bay filly by 
Burning Dream—Bustle, by *Phar- 
amond II. P. E. Frelinghuysen’s 
Twin Oaks Stables went to $6,600 
for this miss, named Little Tempest. 

The comments of Swinebroad and 
Finney were flying in all directions 
and their recent stint in Kentucky 
had in no way slowed them down. 
One particularly good looking dark 
grey colt was in the ring, but was 
not drawing any bidding. Swine- 
broad stopped all action, looked at 
the crowd and announced, ‘‘Some- 
body is looking out the window’”’, at 
$1,600. The colt brought $2,400. 

The final sale of the evening was 
W. B. Robinson’s bay colt by Signa- 
tor—English Accent, by Victorian. 
When the bids did not come fast 
enough, Finney said, “You can al- 
ways go back into the show busi- 
ness and win him out’’. He brought 
$2,500 for his Kentucky breeder 
who was consigning to Saratoga for 
the first time.

and buyers that he does not make it 
his business to know, and in this he 
is ably assisted by his strong, right 
arm, Humphrey Finney, the Tho- 
rougbred Maestro from Maryland, 
and George Swinebroad, the auct- 
ioneer, who as all horsedom knows, 
was originally a tobacco man from 
Kentucky. Gobbling George not only 
talks and peads with you, but act- 
ually sings to you to buy. When 
the bidding reaches the $50,000 
mark, he really pulls out all the 
stops, and his voice hits a high C 
and becomes positively lilting and 
lyrical. You find yourself bidding 
more often than not, as a tribute to 
his arias rather than any desire of 
yours to own the animal that he is 
selling! His is a veritable triumph 
of song over shrewdness. 

As the sales do not start until 
8:30 each evening, nearly everyone 
is in evening dress, having just come 
from dinner. Everybody has a com- 
fortable chair with his, of her name 
on it, and as these are placed in 
graduated rows, with the sales ring 
in the centre, under powerful arc 
lights, the whole show looks just 
like a boxing match. The floor of 
the ring is covered with green saw- 
dust, and there is one man whose 
only job is to walk around with a 
shovel and broom and renew the 
sawdust after each horse has left 
the ring. It is said of him that he 
picks up more around Saratoga than 
any other person, and is the only 
man who consistently makes money 
following the horses! 

Humphrey Finney introduces each 
animal with a brief but pertinent ac- 
count of its history and ancestry, 
and then George Swinebroad takes 
over. From there on it all depends 
on your ear for music. Alert young 
men, called spotters (not to be con- 
fused with hound dogs of that name, 
though the principle is the same), 
dressed in white dinner jackets, are 
posted at strategic positions all over 
the auction. Their mission is to re- 
lay your bid to the rostrum if you 
are the quiet and bashful type. This 
they do, in the stentorian tones of 
a town crier announcing a _ witch’s 
burning. Anonymity is impossible 
under these circumstances, and it’s 
no use trying to lurk behind a ner- 
vious cough, or a knowing wink, 
a la Newmarket. It just won’t work 
at Saratoga. 

This year the sales started on 
August 14, and go on until August 
22. There are 337 yearlings to be 
sold, including a consignment of 
Irish youngsters that have been 
flown over. Everyone connected 
with the Fasig-Tipton Company is 
confident of a highly successful sale. 

But, whatever may be written or 
said about, or against Saratoga, gen- 
erally, one salient fact stands pre- 
eminent—it is a most pleasant and 
convivial town and in spite of its 
hustling brigands, it still has the 
old-world charm and the easy tempo 
of life of the last century.

Teams From Italy, Spain and Eire 
Compete With English Team At Biggest 
And Most Important Horse Show

Although to the man in the street 
the White City means greyhound 
racing, althletic meetings and. so 
forth, to the horseman it only means 
one thing—the International Horse 
Show, which is held there each year 
during the last week in July, and 
has been since 1846, Olympia no 
longer being available to accommo- 
date the biggest and most important 
horse show in the country. This 
year, the Festival of Britain Inter- 
national was the biggest ever, and 
certainly the best attended. For the 
connoisseur of horses there were 
classes for hunters, hacks, cobs, 
Arabs, childrens’ ponies. and hack- 
neys: for him also, as well as for 
the uninitiated, there were the many 
jumping competitions, guarantecd ‘to 
thrill anyone with speed, spectacle 
and excitement, even if the judging 
of show classes lack appeal. 

This year, teams came to London 
from Italy, Spain and Eire—well- 
known horses and riders, some of 
which competed at Wembley-in 1948 
for the Olympic Prix des Nations, 
some of which will certainly com- 
pete at Helsinki in 1952. All the 
jumping events except the Bernard 
Selby Cup (British Show Jumping 
Association’s National Civilian 
Championship—which, incidentally, 
went to Miss Iris Kellett from Dub- 
lin on her Rusty for the second year 
in succession) were judged under 
F. E. I. rules, and from Monday 
evening, when the foreign teams 
were led around the arena in the 
Welcome Parade .by the mounted 
band of the Royal Horse Guards, 
until the close of the show on Sat- 
urday afternoon, we were treated 
to jumping of a standard which 
would not be bettered at any horse 
show in the world. 

The first International event was 
a speed competition, the .Mr. Jor- 
rocks’ Stakes, judged under Bareme 
(table) C—seconds added to each 
horse’s total time over the course 
for each fence knocked down, and 
the fastest time wins. First honors 
went to Ireland, represented by 
Capt. Michael Tubridy riding Kin- 
sale, which started life pulling a 
hearse in Dublin, was brought by 
the Irish Army as a troop horse and 
has been hunted regularly in Co. 
Meath. Second was Italy, Lt. S. Op- 
pes on Girino, and two British hor- 
ses were 3rd and 4th, 22-year-old 
brilliant International rider Miss Pat 
Smythe on her little grey mare Le- 
ona, and the equally famous Mr. 
Seamus Hayes on Mr. Tommy Mak- 
in’s Planet, a very consistent win- 
her in the North of England. Mr. 
Hayes is the son of General Liam 
Hayes, who was for many years 
ty of the McKee Barracks in Dub- 
in. 

Next class was the Ladies’ Debu- 
tante, also a speed competition, and 


here England had her first victory, 
thanks to a brilliant, very fast clear 
round in 74 secs. on the part of 
Miss Mary Whitehead and her well- 
known Nobbler, which has jumped 
for England on many occasions. 
Miss Whitehead has Mastered and 
hunted hounds herself for the- last 
two seasons in Co. Cork, the United 
—and is thought by many of the ex- 
perts to be the best woman rider in 
Europe. 

The first jumping event in-.the 
evening of the first day was the 
Welcome Stakes, judged under Bare- 
me A—for faults for each fence 
down, and faultse added for exceed- 
ing the time allowed. . Here, after 
a jump-off, Col. Harry Llewellyn and 
his world-famous Foxhunter had 
their first success of the show. beat- 
ing Capt. Tubridy from Ireland on 
Killala, Mr. Wilf White on Nizefella 
(which jumped for England in 
America and Canada last fall) and 
the Spanish Quorum, ridden by 
Comm. M. Gavilan, a very well- 
known combination on the Contin- 
ent. 

The final competition on the first 
night, the International Pair Relay, 
provided a triumph for two Eng- 
lish girls, Miss Pat. Smythe and Miss 
Marie Delfosse, on-Leona and Fanny 
Rosa, who beat all the foreigners 
with two very fast clear rounds. 

The following day Princess Eliz- 
abeth arrived to present her cup 
for the Ladies’ Championship—this 
time to Miss Iris Kellett’s Rusty, 
which took the cup back to Ireland 
for the second time—he also won in 
1949. Rusty, which jumped one of 
the three clear rounds, won in the 
jump-off with another clear round 
in the fastest time, just beating Miss 
Pat Smythe on Leona. 

There were 21 clear rounds—11l 
British, 4 Irish, and 3 each Spanish 
and Italian—in the preliminary 
qualifying competitions, which were 
jumped in three sections, for the 
most coveted individual award of 
the show, the King George V Gold 
Cup. But in the finals, there was 
only one clear round, and the win- 
ner was Capt. Barry from Ireland on 
Ballyneety. It. was a great round 
and an exciting win, but somehow 
the suspense would have been 
greater had there been several clear 
rounds to jump it off. It looked as 
though Seamus Hayes on last year’s 
Harringay Champion, Sheila, would 
pull off a, clear round, to challenge 
the Irishman, she was clear until 
the last fence, a treble, but she had 
the bad luck to hit the middle fence, 
much to everyone’s disappointment. 

The next two events also went to 
Ireland—the Union Jack Stakes 
were won by Killala with the only 
clear round and the Tally Ho! 
Stakes, a speed event, was won by 
Capt. Barry om Red Castle, who did

a clear round in 78 2-5 seconds, 
which was gallantly challenged by 
the English veteran Niblick, which 
got around in 78 4-5 seconds—a. nar- 
row enough margin. 

On Thursday afternoon perhaps 
the most valuable indictation as to 
Helsinki form was provided by the 
contesting of the Prince of Wales’ 
Cup, the Prix des Nations event, for 
teams of four riders from each na- 
tion, of which only the three best 
scores in each round are counted. 
The Cup was won in great style by 
the British team with a total of zero 
in each of two rounds, Foxhunter, 
Nizefella, and Red Star II, ridden 
for the first time in International 
competitions by 19-year-old Alan 
Oliver, each having two clear rounds 
aver a very testing course. Italy was 
our nearest opponent, with a total 
of 12 faults. or three fences down, 
in six rounds. 
great triumph for the British team. 

First three places in the ‘‘Coun- 
try Life & Riding’’ Cup went to three 
English lady riders—another great 
triumph. The winner was Miss Pat 
Smythe on Prince Hal, who jumped 
the only clear round. Second was 
19-year-old Miss Jane Legg, a very 
promising young rider, on Rufus 
II, which jumped clear but had 1-2 
a fault for time; and third was Miss 
Jill Palethorpe, last year’s winner 
of the Princess Elizabeth Cup, rid- 
ing her Holywell Surprise, which 
had one fault for time. Nizefella 
was 4th with 3 1-2 time faults. 

The Festival Stakes, a speed com- 
petition; went to the Spanish Bohe- 
mio ridden by Comm. M. Ordovas, 
whose time was 77 2-5 seds., beat- 
ing Col. Llewellyn’s Monty 80 3-5 
secs. : : 
Next ;came a _ take-your-own line 
competition over 14 fences, likewise 
judged on time, which provided his 
second big win of the show to Fox- 
hunter, which did a very fast clear 
round in 62 4-5 secs. His nearest 
rival was Miss Pat Moss, aged 17, 
on her 14.2 pony Hairpin of White 
Cloud, in ‘69 4-5 .secs.—a brilliant 
achievement—which bested ,the 
Spanish Quorum. 

The last competition on the last 
night of the show was certainly the 
most exciting—this being the Puis- 
sance (Test) competition over eight 
big fences for the Moss Bros. Cup. 
This time there’ were four clear 
hounds—the Spanish Quoniam, rid- 
den by Comm. Garcia Cruz, Peter 
Robeson on Craven A and Alan Oli- 
ver on Talisman, and finally, Curly 
Beard on the Hon. Dorothy Paget’s 
6-year-old second-season horse, 
Eforegit. 

For the first jump-off the wall 
was put up to 5’-6"’, and both Cra- 
cen A and Talisman faulted; but 
Quoniam and Eforegit jumped clear 
again and the wall went up to 5’-8”. 
The excitement grew to fever pitch 
as Eforegit came in again. We all 
knew that a comparative novice was 
unlikely to beat the seasoned Quon- 
iam, but we could at least hope. But 
Eforegit failed gallantly to the tune 
of 8 faults, and the Moss Bros. Cup 
went to the veteran, which jumped 
clear yet again and deserved his 
victory. 

The final jumping event .of the 
show was the supreme championship 
for the ‘‘Daily Mail’? Cup, competed 


This was indeed a~ 


for by the first and second prize- 
winners of all the other competi- 
tions. This time there were eight 
clear rounds, and after a jump-off, 
still five remained. In the second 
jump-off, it was judged on time, 
and Foxhunter went clear once more, 
very fast, to win the ‘Daily Mail’ 
for the first time and, incidentally; 
to chalk up his third win of the 
show. 

To sum up: our horses headed the 
list of winners, with seven classes, 
(counting the Prince of Wales Cup), 
six individual competitions, of which 
Foxhunter won three. Ireland was 
close behind us with six classes to 
her credit, two of which were won 
by Miss Iris Kellett on Rusty; Spain 
won two classes; and Italy, though 
they were consistently placed, did 
not quite make the grade as far as 
winning any competition.

Yearling 


The 5th annual yearling show of 
the Thoroughbred Breeder’s Assn. 
of New Jersey was held, as usual, at 
the Monmouth Race Track. 

For the first time in the history 
of the show, the championship was 
won by a filly. This filly by Pavot 
—Bounteous, by *Sickle, was hard 
to fault and was well up to the F. 
Wallis Armstrong's Meadowview 
Farm high standard. She was a 
Saratoga-bound yearling along with 
the rest of the Meadowview consign- 
ment. 

Reserve was a top colt which be- 
longs to the Distaff Stud (Mrs. Mil- 
ton Erlanger and her daughter, Mrs. 
Frederick Bierer). They are a new- 
ly organized team and plan to breed 
and race also. This lovely colt. is 
by Michael Erlanger’s Boy Angler— 
Agility, by American Flag—so it 
was a family proposition all the 'way 
around. 

There were 21 entries in the colt 
division. In 4th position was Mrs. 
William W. Vaughan’s nice bay colt 
by her Neddle—Miss Canron, by Cat- 





alan. Miss Canron was also bred and 
raced by Mrs. Vaughan and most un- 
fortunately’ died this spring after 
dropping a foal by Lighhouse. Tra- 
gically, the foal also died. 

The colts were all owned and 
bred in Monmouth County, while in 
reverse, none of the winners out of 
the 29 fillies shown were. 

Cash prizes of $400 were donated 
by the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Club, and 8 handsome trophies were 
presented by the Monmouth Park 
Jockey Club, which is doing so much 
to help the horse industry in gen- 
eral (besides the yearling show, 10 
hurdle races, etc., there was a horse 
show held on August 12 for the 
benefit of the U. S. Equestrian Oly- 
mpic Fund). This is one of the few 
tracks where hérses and racing are 
a sport rather than a money making 
proposition only. There are numer- 
ous other things done for the wel- 


fare of breeding and racing here, 
too many to mention. 

Enormous strides have been made 
since the first yearling show 5 years 
ago. In 1947 there were only 47 
entries; this year there were 81. In 
the first 2 years the Helis Stock 
Farm won with Big Nose and But- 
tonhook, both winners, and with the 
good runner Valpam in 1948. Re- 
serve to Valpam was Irving Kirch- 
baum’s Jersey Queen, which is also 
a winner. The following year Mrs. 
Alfred Roberts won the champion- 
ship with her Scrutiny which is, I 
believe, about to make his first start 
of the season this fall. Mrs. Ar- 
thus Cowen was reserve with her 
winning filly, Roz’s Folly. Last year 
Mrs. James Purdey won with Gyp- 
sum which has startéd 3 or 4 times 
this year, and the Helis’ won the 
filly division with Baby Rounders 
which has started twice last winter,

as its advertising slogan, ‘‘Born 
1820—-still going strong!” Peter- 
borough Royal Foxhound Show 


(Born 1878) needs no such adver- 
tisement, and that it is still going 
strong was demonstrated by the en- 
ormous crowds which thronged the 
stands on July 18 this year. 

Twenty packs were represented 
this year including several which 
were not showing in 1950, among 
them hounds from as far north as 
the Braes of Derwent and as far 
south as the Rast Sussex, whilst the 


Brecon came from the _ heart of 
Welsh Wales. 
The judges of the doghounds 


were Sir Peter Farqumar, Bart., 
Joint-Master of the Portman Hounds 
(which attained such prilliant suc- 
cesses at Aldershot Hound Show the 
previous week), and Captain Ron- 
ald Wallace, Master of the Cotswold, 
a pack which shows tremendous 
sport in the Cotswold Hills of Glou- 
cestershire. Both judges were sure 
and decisive in their placings, 
though very often this task was by 
no means an easy one. 

Class I, for packs which have not 
won at Peterborough since 1935, 
was represented by six hunts and 
won by the Wheatland with their tan 
dog, Salesman, who was compactly 
built with a short, strong back. The 
Wheatland, a Shropshire pack with 
a long history, has had as its Master 
Miss Francis Pitt for over 20 years 
Second came the Fitzwilliam Red- 
cap, who seemed rather’ ineptly 
named, as he was a light-coloured, 
badger-pied dog with no suspicion of 
“red” or t®*n about him. By the 
Duke of Beaufort’s Remus ’47 
(champion doghound at Peterbor- 
ough in 1950) he was a strong dog 
with bone and substance. This was 
rather a contrast in type with the 
3rd prize dog, Brecon Leader, anoth- 
er light-coloured hound which look- 
ed the sort to catch foxes on the 
wild Brecon Beacons, but needed to 
furnish a good deal. It was a May 
puppy, so only 14 months old and 
will probably let down considerably 
in due course. 

Both this class and the subsequent 
one were for unentered hounds. In 
Class II we saw some very nice 
young hounds. The Middleton, a 
Yorkshire pack with a fine reputa- 
tion, won with Dartmoor and Plan- 
ter, a well-matched dark couple 
with both substance and quality; 
they looked sleek and well and in 
first-rate condition. A couple of very 
typical Puckeridge sorts came 2nd. 
This kennel possesses a marked 


type, having been bred on the same 
lines more or less continuously from 
Nicholas Parry’s Mastership of the 
1830’s, and since 1896 have been 
in the hands of the Barclay family, 
grandfather, father and son. Puck- 
eridge Postboy and Pontiff were 
brothers by Woodcock ’42, a well- 
known sire. The tricolour Quorn 
couple by the Duke of Beaufort’s 
Rifleman ’48 (who sired no fewer 
than 56 whelps for this kennel last 
year) were placed 3rd. Fourth prize 
went to the S. V. W. Wilts, whose 
huntsman, Jack Cobby, was distinc- 
tive in his dark claret-coloured coat 
which is the uniform of this hunt. 

It was interesting to see the vari- 
ous colours of the different hunt 
coats; mostly scarlet, but many with 
collars of contrasting hues. There 
were also the Pytchley dark red and 
the Duke of Beaufort’s green, which 
latter came into prominence when 
the special prize of a hunting horn 
was awarded to Grackle, from the 
Badminton Kennel, for the best sin- 
gle hound in the unentered couples 
class. This was a very nice young 
light tan dog, peautifully shown by 
Ted Read; he had the usual strong 
“Badminton” back (such a charac- 
teristic of the Ducal Kennel), tell- 
ing of constitution and stoutness. 
One day Grackle will, no doubt, 
come into the limelight as a notable 
sire. This special prize was won last 
year by the Duke of Beaufort’s Rine- 
bolt °50, who appeared in the next 
class for two couples. Runner-up to 
Grackle was the Middleton Planter. 

Six packs showed their four best 
or most “sorty’ doghounds—pro- 
bably some of the finest foxhounds 
in England. It was an extremely dif- 
ficult class to judge, for whilst two 
couples in one case may have been 
as like as peas in a pod as far as 
matching goes, other two couples in- 
cluded some really outstanding dogs 
which it was impossible to disre- 
gard. Finally the judges placed the 
Puckeridge entry top, with their 
President ’°48, Woodman ’49 and 
Corncrake and Playmate ’50. These 
were quite remarkably similar in 
colouring and appearance generally, 
which was not surprising when the 
pedigrees were scanned, giving the 
whole story which read thus: Com- 
mon sire’s sire (Colonist '39), same 
female line (through Angela 733), 
and Common dam’s sire (Partner 
°40). This resulted in a very level, 
very well-matched quartette which 
might well have come from the same 
litter instead of from four different 
litters of three successive years. A 
very interesting two couple. 


The Duke of Beaufort’s attractive 
Rupert ‘49 (a former West of Eng- 
land Champion) and Ringbolt ’50 
winner of last year’s special prize, 
whose action is the very essence of 
grace, and whom, as I remarked last 
year, moves as though on sptings, 
came 2nd with their partners, Grim- 
ston and Grimsey, '49. These were 
a contrast in coat-colouring, the 
former pair being very dark with 
orange-tan heads, whilst the others 
were light-coloured, white with dark 
patches. 

The Pytchley showed some typi- 
cal doghounds with the well-known 
Pytchley necks and shoulders. They 
looked a perfect picture when posed 
all togeteher and struck one as be- 
ing four good individuals as well as 
a good match. They were placed 
3rd, with the Quorn (whose entry 
included Raglan ’47, a former Peter- 
borough Champion) 4th. 

A stallion hound class is always 
full of interest, as much to forecast 
the future as to assess the present 
trends in hound-breeding. Hounds 
were shown from nine different ken- 
nels and ist prize went to the Duke 
of Beaufort’s Rector ’47, a brother 
to Remus °’47 who won this class 
and the championship a year ago. 
A third brother, Regal, was also 
successful at Peterborough, whilst 
Remnant, given as a whelp to the 
Four Burrow in Cornwall and enter- 
ed by them, has already proved him- 
self a most successful sire down 
there. Rector (whose top line is to 
that popular sire, Meynell Pageant 
35, through the Duke of Beaufort’s 
inimitable Vagrant ’41) is a beauti- 
fully balanced light lemon dog, who 
seems to strike one well at any 
angle, and stands on the best of legs 
and feet. He is built on very similar 
lines to Remus and has been used 
with success in this country and Ire- 
land. 

The Puckeridge won both 2nd 
and 3rd prizes with Woodman ’49 
and President ’48 respectively, win- 
ners in the previous class; whilst 
Pytchley Stalwart ’49, ‘who is him- 
self a wonderful foxhunter and sire 
of foxhunters, was 4th. 

History repeated itself when, as 
in 1950, the champion cup for the 
best doghound in’ the show was 
awarded to the stallion hound win-

ners from the Badminton Kennel, 
the Duke of Beaufort’s Rector °47 
winning from Puckeridge Playmate 
50, (an active, smart tricolour dog), 
both of whom showed themselves 
extremely well. 

After the luncheon interval we 
settled ourselves into our ringside 
seats once more whilst the curtain 
went up on Act II of the pro- 
gramme, when the pitches came into 
the ring, judged by The Duke of 
Beaufort and Lt. Col. 0. W. Wil- 
liams-Wyne, Master of the Flint and 
Denbigh in North Wales. Seven 
hunts competed for the novice class, 
which was not of a very high stand- 
ard and no potential world-beater 
was on view. The Hurworth’s dark 
bitch, Waxy, by Brocklesby Weaver 
’42 was placed ist, with the Hert- 
fordshire’s light-coloured Haughty, 
a galloping type with the slightly 
‘“‘wheel-back’”” which makes_ fot? 
speed, as 2nd choice. Third came the 
Bramham Moor’s Novice, with the 
Worcestershire Rachel 4th. 

There were some nice young 
bitches in the unentered couples 
class, and the Middleton’s well deve- 
loped January-born Ringrose and 
Ringlet were deservedly the winners. 
Ringrose in particular struck one as

The Triple C 
team got off to an early lead on a 
goal by Billy Mayer and a No. 3 
penalty shot converted by Harold 
Barry. Then Cecil Smith took the 
ball from a group of players and 
went on to score. The score remain- 
ed at 2-1 until the third period 
when Billy Ylvisaker scored four 
goals to put Arlington in front 5-2. 
The long hitting of Cecil Smith and 
fine defensive work of young John- 
ny Hulesman at back, were begin- 
ning to show results. In this period 
Harold went down and suffered a 
broken wrist and was replaced by 
Clarence Starks. 

Two more goals by Ylvisaker and 
a long conversion by Smith in the 
fourth period gave Arlington a safe 
lead. The final two periods showed 
good polo with both teams spread 
out and long accurate hitting. Arl- 
ington got three more goals, one by 
Cecil Smith and two by Ylvisaker 
while CCC had goals by Don Beve- 
ridge, Billy Mayer and two by Roy 
Barry.

Poetry was chosen as the winner an 
went on later in the day to win stil} 
higher honours for the hunt. 


It is better than the finest stage 

scene ever presented to see the two 
couples class of bitches in the ring 
together. The Pytchley showed four 
lovely ladies whose charms would 
entirely eclipse the attractions of 
any stage stars today. Peanut ’48 
and Bridesmaid 50 are former 
Peterborough winners; the first sea- 
son Credit and Starless made their 
debut this year and very delightful 
they were.

PEAL is so great that at one point 
in the show, when the unentered 
doghounds were off the couples in 
the ring, a hound from another ken- 
nel attached itself to him instead of 
its own huntsman and refused, de- 
spite all persuasions, to leave his 
side. The rather solemn, almost ec- 
clesiastical atmosphere of  Peter- 
borough relaxed for a moment and 
the crowds at the ringside gave way 
to delighted laughter. 
_ The Middleton two couple were 
individually yery good pitches, but 
Gusset 50, the big outstanding bitch 
which we said last year did not 
match the rest, beautiful as she is 
on her own. This entry was there- 
fore 2nd, with the North Staffs, very 
level and well-matched mothers and 
their daughters 3rd. The dam won 
as a first-season hound; her family, 
who inherit her rich tan coat, are by 
Meynell Panther °43, and so also 
descend from the celebrated Meynell 
Pageant °35. Passion and Patchwork 
won the class for unentered couples 
last year, and Passion went on to 
win the special prize as well as be- 
ing reserve champion for 1950. 

Fourth in this class was the 
Puckeridge quartette of first-season 
bitches. 


f There were nine packs competing 
in the brood bitch class, from the 
Braes of Derwent in the North to 
the S- V. W. Wilts in the South, and 
it was from this southern pack that 
the winner came, their very nice 
quality Makeshift 48 who was 2nd 
a year ago and whose triumph was 
well merited. Quorn Wildfire ’47, 2 
compact tricolour bitch, came 2nd, 
with Middleton Password ’47 3rd. 
The Mtddleton hounds all looked 
very fit and  well-muscled, with 
glossy shining coats, and were & 
credit to Bert Stevens. The Hert- 
fordshire showed a light lemon 
bitch with a good neck and should- 
er to come into 4th place.

fought it out between them, Make- 
shift being beaten only by a short 
head by the Puckeridge bitch, age, 
in this case, having to yield to 
youth.

RIGHTS FOR WOMEN 

Urgent representations that Amer- 
ican women be permitted to ride 
in the Prix des Nations contest of 
the 1952 Olympics at Helsinki are 
being pressed by the U. S. Eques- 
trian Team, Inc., Whitney Stone, 
Chairman of the Team’s Executive 
Committee, declared here today. 

“Although ‘we expect no ruling 
until November from the Federation 
Equestre Internationale, the inter- 
national governing body with head- 
quarters in Nice, France’’, said Mr. 
Stone, ‘‘we shall proceed on the as- 
sumption that our petition will be 


granted’’. 
The U.°‘S. Equestrian Team, Inc., 
a non-profit civilian organization, 


is the official agent of the U. S. 
Olympic Committee to select and 
prepare horses and amateur riders 
and to nominate a team to represent 
the United States in the equestrian 
event of the 1952 Olympic Games. 

“The United States has a num- 
ber of excellent women riders quali- 
fied to try out for the ‘Prix des Nat- 
ions’ team’’, Mr. Stone declared. 
“The event has been restricted to 
male riders in the past on the theory 
that the severity of the course made 
it too dangeorous for women, who 
were allowed to compete in the dres- 
sage contest only. 

“Faced with an immediate decis- 
ion, and in fairness to the success- 
ful male riders in this country, the 
U. S. Euestrian Team will continue 
to plan its selections without regard 





to sex. It is expected that during 
September and early October at the 
final trials held at Fort Riley, Kan- 
sas, several women will be competi- 
tors for places on the Prix des Nat- 
ions team. Prior to that time they 
will have made their way through 
ten zonal competitions. 

“Should the decision of the F. E. 
I. prove adverse, of course it will 
be necessary to substitute next-in- 
line male riders, but we sincerely 
hope that will not be the case.” 

In addition to the Prix des Nat- 
ions, world interest also centers on 
the grueling Three-Day Event which 
consists of separate tests on succes- 


sive days. On the first day is the 
dressage test to show obedience, 
balance, suppleness and _ perfect 


lightness of the horse, together with 
the regularity, straightness and ex- 
tension of his gaits. On the second 
day comes the endurance, speed and 
cross country test. The jumping 
test is on the third day. The Ameri- 
can petition on behalf of women 
riders did not include their parti- 
cipation in this event. 


POLING DECLARED 
MISDEMEANOR 

California has taken the lead in a 
crusade against poling measures 
which has not only provided a wea- 
pon for opponents of the poling but 
has set an example which if followed 
in other states might well put a stop 
to practices which many consider do 
far more injury than good. Under 
the lead of S. A. Woodruff, a direc- 
tor and officer of the Sacremento 
SPCA for 35 years, a bill was intro- 
duced and passed by the California 
legislature making it unlawful to 
pole a horse and provident that any 
person found guilty of violating the 
provisions of the act be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

Under the act poling is described 
as follows: 1. ‘‘Forcing, persuading 
or enticing a horse to jump in such 
a manner that one or more of its 
legs will come in contact with an 
obstruction consisting of a wire 
charged with electricity or a pole, 


stick, wire, rope or other object 
with brads, nails, tacks or other 
sharp points imbedded therein or 


attached thereto: 2. Raising, throw- 
ing or moving a pole, stick wire, 
rope or other object against one or 
more of the legs of a horse while 
it is jumping an obstruction so that 
the horse in either case is induced 
to raise such leg or legs higher in 


order to clear the obstruction. .”’ 
TO FT. RILEY 
Pvt. Grover Stephens, perhaps 


better known to the amateur hunt 
meeting circles as Mr. G. Stephens, 
received welcome orders on August 
4. Stationed at Camp Rucker, Ala., 
Pvt. Stephens left there to report 
to Col. John W. Wollord at Ft. Riley 
on August 13. At Ft. Riley he will 
be assigned one or two horses and 
after a summer of riding and train- 
ing, will try out for the U. S. Eques- 
trian Team There will be a slight 
change of pace and style of riding 
for this former timber rider as he 
won’t be going postward to race 
over 24 timber fences with the dis- 
tance from 38 to 3 1-2 miles. Then 
too, there won’t be the ever present 
problem of weight—put it on for 
the timber races; get rid of it in a 
hurry for the hurdle events.

Last fall Mrs. Howe Low’s grey 
mare, Tetramar, chalked up her 
third consecutive victory to retire 


the second Clarence H. Geist Chal- 
lenge Trophy in the ladies’ special 
hunter class at the Bryn Mawr-Ches- 
ter County Horse Show. Mrs. Low 
has given the show a new trophy, 
the Upland Springs Challenge Tro- 
phy which, will be put into competi- 
tion this Year. The rules for this 
colorful class call for hunters to be 
shown under side saddle, the ladies 
to ride in full hunting attire, with 
the judging based on conformation 
and quality, way of going and ap- 
pointments. 


‘ CANADIAN TEAM 


Canada has accepted the invita- 
tions of The Pennsylvania National 
Horse Show, Harrisburg and The Na- 
tional Horse Show, New York to 
send an equestrian team to complete 
in the international Jumping events.

A few weeks ago a paragraph ap- 
peared in The Chronicle on the “In 
the Country’’ page, commenting on 
the fact that exhibitors are ignoring 
the AHSA rules about martingales in 
classes. 

Why shouldn’t exhibitors ignore 
these rules? As long as no one pro- 
tests or takes away their ribbons, 
what. difference does it make? 

At every show some rules are bro- 
ken—or, better to say, ignored. 
Every exhibitor has noticed martin- 
gales in hack classes and incorrectly 
turned out horses in coninthian 
classes, and has seen ribbons pinned 
on these horses. 

Somehow, whenever the word 
‘sportsmanship’ is mentioned at a 
show, people smile; yet the seeming 
indifference to the AHSA rules is 
caused by sportsmanship, in that few 
exhibitors will officially protest a 


until these 
corrected, the 


friend’s ribbon—and, 
rule infractions are 
AHSA is fighting a losing battle. 

The appointment of a steward to 
each recognized show is theoretical- 
ly a good step. Most stewards feel 
that it is their duty to see the AHSA 
rules applied and carried out all thr- 
ough the show, since the rule book 
states: (rule III, Section 2) ‘‘..(the 
steward)..shall be responsible for 
operations in and around the show 
ring with particular reference to the 
inforcement of AHSA rules” 

At the Greenwich show, the mai- 
den conformation hunter class was 
held over the big outside course and 
the ribbons were pinned. 

An exhibitor brought to the atten- 
tion of the steward the fact that the 
rule book states maiden hunter class- 
es must be held over fences at 3’-6”’. 
The steward checked with the rule

At the Fairfield show, very much 
the same type of problem arose. In 
the horsemanship championship the 
three top riders were asked to ride 
without stirrups. The ribbons were 
pinned. 

The father of one of these con- 
testants brought to the attention of 
the steward the fact that the rule 
book (Rule XXIV, part III, 
section 2) ‘No individual perfor- 
mance may be requested that is not 
included in the class requirements.” 

These requirements follow in se¢- 
tion 3, and riding without stirrups 
is not listed among them. 

The steward checked with the rule 
book, found the exhibitor to be cor- 
rect, and mentioned this to the com 
mittee and the horsemanship judges. 
Their decision was to rerun the 
class, which they did. 

In neither case was there an of 
ficial protest accompanied by a 
check. There was no reason why 
an official protest should have been 
made, when it was perfectly true 
than an AHSA rule had violat 
ed. All the exhibitor did was to cail 
the steward’'s attention to a perfect 
ly obvious mistake, clearly defined 
in the rule book. 
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If this is the way the AHSA would 
like to have such situations handled 
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that any complaint 
! ; official protest, it may 
expect constant rule violations; for, 
under the protest rules, no action 
may be taken without a written pro-4 
test--and neither I nor other exhi- 
bitors would even consider writing} 
out such an offensive report.
